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SCORE FOR SIERRA MADRE 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 

When the Canyon Park water situa¬ 
tion is clarified so that residents of 
that charming ilistrict have their 
water needs supplied, a large shining 
mark can be set down to the cre<lit of ' 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Sometimes it is advi.sable to review 
a little history, to see where credit 
belongs for various things. 

On ^he 12th of la.st September the 
Chamber of Commerce convened un¬ 
der a special call for consideration of ; 
various problems and grievances of ' 
canyon residents. The meeting was i 
made up of a finely representative 
group from all sections of town. Al¬ 
though in perfect humor, the meeting 
opened with evidence of bri.stling an¬ 
tagonism. The canyon residents felt 
that tlfey had not been getting what 
was coming to them from the city 
government, and residents of other 
parts of the city felt that unfair de¬ 
mands had been made on the city. 
Few of those present were entirely 
familiar with the history of the sub¬ 
division of the canyon and its develop¬ 
ment. 

Canyon Development 

The meeting afforded a clearing 
house of ideas which was greatly ; 
needed. It brought out a lot of' 
things: The attempt of Mr. Collins, as 
subdivider of the canyon, to force the 
city to accept streets not fit for pub¬ 
lic highways, the refu.sal of the city 
tru.stees to do so; the recording of the 
.so-called streets as privately owned 
lots, in spite of the ultimatum of the 
city that city water, lights and simi¬ 
lar improvements could not be ex- 
peoted; the antagonisms arising out of 
that situation; the installation by 
Collins of a private water sy.'-tem 
wholly inadeijuate to the needs of the 
tract; the subse(|uent taking over of 
the tract and water system by Mr. 
Mann; the city’s absolute freedom 
from legal responsiiblity, as well as 
inability to provide water service and 
lights under existing conditions. 

It was further pointed out that 
many of the people who bought lots 
from Collins, presumably with their 
eyes op<'n to the unsatisfactory water 
and street improvement situation, had 
re-.sold. Mo.st of the pre.sent canyon 
residents were in the situation of in¬ 
nocent purchasers. They ha<l a real 
problem on their hands. They needed 
the entire moral support and all of 
the legal support the city could give. 
It was a time to forget old animosi¬ 
ties generated between people no 
longer concerned in the solution of the 
problem. It was a time to unite with 
all the good will ami combine<l wis¬ 
dom that could be assembled. 

Committee .Starts Things 

Accordingly, a committee was ap¬ 
pointed to outline a plan of action. 
The sub.sequcnt application to the 
State Railroad Commission was the 
direct result that brought negotiations 
down to brass tacks. The outcome 
has been that the water system which 
was offerc<l to the city on various 
terms from $8,000 to $1."),000 has been 
pre.sented to the city without cost. 
■I’he city will assume the responsibility 
of providing adequate water service. 
It will cost something, but it has to 
be done. 

Soon after the holding of that 
Chamber of Commerce meeting, a 
vacancy on the hoard of city trustees 
was created by resignation. Ailvan- 
tage was taken of the opportunity to 
give the canyon district representa- 
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P. O. Advances \ 
To Second Class 

Change in Rating Expected to Become 
Effective With July 
Quarter. 

Advancement of the Sierra Madre 
post office from third to second cla.ss 
is expected to take effect July 1, 
with the new fiscal year of the post ’ 
office department. 

This advance was forecasted by 
Postma.ster Morgridge upon the com¬ 
pilation of figures showing total 
postal receipts for the year 1921 of 
more than $8,:!00. Confirmation was 
given last week by Post Office In¬ 
spector Means who came to inve.sti- 
gate the needs of the office as to 
clerical assi-stance, equipment, etc., to 
take care of the growing business of 
the office. 

Civil .Service. 

Under the regulations of the post 
office department, all employes of the 
office will be under civil service. A 
postmaster is not a post office em¬ 
ploye, being appointed by the presi¬ 
dent as an officer of the United 
States government. The fact that 
postmasters are selected by civil serv¬ 
ice test does not give them civil serv¬ 
ice rating. 

Clerks and carriers in the office 
who have served more than sixty 
days and given satisfactory service 
are automatically covered into civil 
.service when an office advances from 
the third to the second class. Cleiks 
are employed at the reg-V''-’ entrance 
salary of $1,400 yearly. 

.Sierra Madre will neeil two regular 
'nil time clerks, in the opinion of Mr. 
.Means. The department allowance 
for clerical assi.-'tance under the old 
classification was far below what it 
.should have been. That is one of the 
difficulties offices of the third class 
have to,contend with. 

Lease Expires Soon. 

Bids will be received soon from 
landlords who wouhl like to le.'ise 
quarters to the government for post 
office purposes. The lease on the 
Caley building will expire .September 
1, when it will have run ten years. 
One of the purpo.ses of the inspector’s 
visit was to determine what additional 
equipment might be needed for the of¬ 
fice before drawing specifications un¬ 
der which the bids will be asked for.

Good Will Prevails 

An entirely different atmosphere 
now .surrounds the discussion of can¬ 
yon probl^ms. The problems are not 
all solved, but substantial progress 
has been made toward the solution of 
the most important of them. Be.st of 
all, there is a spirit of good will and 
co-operation which did not exist pre¬ 
vious to that meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Possibly these things would have 
been worked out through some other 
instrumentality. The fact remains 
that the division of the canyon from 
the rest of the city through misunder- 
.standings and antagonisms persisted 
for years until the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce called all interests together, in¬ 
jected a large dose of good will into 
the situation and really started some¬ 
thing.

Splendid Vision 
For the Valley 

President Blaisdell of Pomona College 
Forecasts Educational Needs 
Of This Region 

Forseeing a time when the region 
from Redlands to the sea will be 
thickly populated. President James A. 
Blaisdell of Pomona College made a 
most interesting talk last night at the 
monthly dinner of the Sierra Madre 
Community Club. He gave a fascin¬ 
ating account of the development of 
the college to a recognized position 
among the leaders of educational in¬ 
stitutions, by sticking to the highest 
ideals and refusing to undertake more 
in variety of instruction or numhen 
of students than could be well done. 

Mo.st people regard educational in¬ 
stitutions other than those supported 
by the state as money making con¬ 
cerns. On the contrary, Dr. Blai.sdell 
showed that they are benevolent in¬ 
stitutions, the fees paid by the stu¬ 
dents meeting only a small part of 
the expen.se incurred. For instance, 
at Pomona each student pays $200 
yearly tuition. It costs $413 per stu¬ 
dent. Of this amount $127 is mot 
from endowment or other income, 
eaving a deficit of $83 per student to 
be provided for by outright gift.-; each 
year. The problem facing Dr. Blai.s¬ 
dell and his associates is to incrca.«e 
the college’s $3,000,000 endowment 
fund to a point where adequate sup¬ 
port will be provided, and also t- ■■ - 
nance a building program for an in¬ 
stitution large enough to do j- st’cc 
to the cons iluency v. hich v ill 
day populate the San Gabrie' \’a; 

That Dr. Blai.sdell is tl e manto v. r’ 
out the program successfully tl.cic 
could be no doubt in the min 
those who wore present last nig! t t 
become somewhat acquainted w t!. his 
personality and to hear his clear an'i 
winning pre.sentation of the st.-ry. 

At the opening of the program a 
cornet solo by Edward Melvin so de¬ 
lighted the audience :hat he was tv. iie 
compelled to respond to encores. His 
accompaniment was played accep - 
ably by .Mis. George B. .Morgridge in 
spite of the handicap of having hei 
left hand ba<ily scalded only a few 
hours previous. 

It was good news to those present 
to learn that Mr. Melvin who is a les- 
ident of Sierra Madre, hail expressed 
a willingness to donate his services 
for the organization and instruction 
of a band. Although he is an ex¬ 
tremely busy man, with much profes¬ 
sional band work to do in addition 
to his business activities, he will do¬ 
nate his seivices through personal in¬ 
terest in community work. The Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce will appoint a com¬ 
mittee to co-operate with him and 
back the enterprise.

FIELD DEMONSTRATIONS 

FOR CITRUS GROWERS 

Farm Bureau Experts Will Hold Con¬ 
ferences With Growers in 
the Orcharda. 

Arrangements have been completed 
for a series of nine field meetings of 
citrus growers to be held under the 
auspices of the Los Angeles County 
Farm Bureau with the co-operation 
of the Agricultural Extension Service 
during the last week of April. The 
keynote for each of these meetings is 
for better care of individual citrus 
tree.s. Each tree in a citrus grove 
repre.sents a percentage of the total 
of each acre. If trees become affctcKl 
by dl.sease or pest then the total pro¬ 
duction is affected. It is for the in- 
tere.st of each grower to maintain all 
trees in as high a state of productivity 
as ospsible. At these field meetings 
the important trunk and root diseases 
including scalybark of the orange and 
grapefruit, shell bark disease of the 
lemon, gum disea.se, and saving of 
I girdled trees by inarching seedlings, 
h’arm Advisor Robert W. Hodgson 
i lid Ai sistant Farm Aovisor V. F.
